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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claims 10 - 13 are objected to because of tine following informalities: it is noted 
that claim 10 includes a parenthetical comment, but it is unclear why the parenthesis 
are used. If the phrase is meant to be limiting, the parenthesis should be removed, and 
more grammatically correct punctuation should be used, if needed; if not meant to be 
limiting, the phrase should be removed. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

3. Claims 1 - 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by 
Amano (Micromechatronics). Amano, as best understood and as evidenced by the 
listing on the foreign search report, teaches an arrangement for detecting a pulse wave 
from a subject (Figure 4; description of page 76) and for processing the detected pulse 
wave to extract information that changes depending on blood water content (Figures 6, 
7, 8; description of pages 77 - 78). A second derivative of the measured pulse wave 
(Figure 7) yields points a, b, c, d, and e which when analyzed by obtaining a ratio of b/a 
for measurements taken approximately one hour after start of dialysis or at the end of 
the dialysis period provides a value having correlation with the water removal rate. 
Further, Amano teaches that by using the information, dialysis parameters (Figure 2; 
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pages 74 - 75 and section 4, pages 78 - 79) can be regulated to avoid problems 
associated with the procedure.
